The cost of eon;-(ruction is $212,375 BO, phi- $46,000 for structural steel 
purchased from the 
Illinois Steel Bridge Co., Jacksonville. 
The bridges are being widened to 28 foot roadways. 
They were 
only 20 foot roadways when originally constructed.

French Seek to

Cabinet Accepts 
Resignation of 
General Grandval 


PARIS IP—Premier Edgar Faure 
clamped a “ state of urgency” on 
all Algeria today to ward off any­ 
more trouble there while trying to 
pacify tense Morocco. 
The state of urgency previously 
applied only to the rebel-ridden 
mountain areas but today’s official 
journal published a decree extend­ 
ing tho emergency to all of Al­ 
geria while Faure works out final 
details .of his delicate Moroccan 
plan 
The fate of the prem ier’* peace 
plan for Morocco hinged on the 
approval of former Sultan Sidi Mo­ 
ham med 
Ben Y(Kissel, who wa> 
kicked out of Morocco two years 
ago by the French. 
Mission to .Madagascar 
Moroccan Nationalists, who have 
sparked the bitter 
and bloody 
revolt 
against 
French 
rule 
and 
against French - appointed Sultan 
Sidi Mohammed Ben Moulay Arafa 
announced they will send a mission 
to Madagascar to ask the former 
national 
leader 
if he approves 
F aure’s “ new deal" for Morocco. 
The Nationalists who have charg­ 
ed that the removal of Ben Youssef 
of France was illegal, said they 
will agree to the new, compro­ 
mise proposal only if the cx-mon 
arch approves. 
Faure won cabinet approval of 
the broad lines of his Moroccan 
plan but many points of detail re­ 
mained unsettled and the crisis re­ 
mained 
It appeared the cabinet 
had given in only to forestall the 
downfall of the government .itself. 
The cabinet 
accepted secretly 
the resignation of Resident Gen­ 
eral Gilbert Grandval 
but 
there 
was no public announcement for 
fear one would touch off a wave 
of rioting throughout Morocco. 
Sultan to Leave 
The cabinet also abreed reluc­ 
tantly that Sultan Mohammed Ben 
Moulay 
Arafa 
must leave 
the 
Cherifien Throne of Morocco, but 
it could not agree on details and 
the actual ouster of the sultan 
awaited further conferences. 
Under 
the 
state 
of urgency 
French security forces can shut 
down newspapers and radio sta­ 
tions, clam p sudden curfew on dan­ 
ger areas, curtain off entire re 
gions and break up meetings in­ 
volving two or more persons 
Details of the bittor arguments 
of the cabinet meeting hire be­ 
came public only today. The m eet­ 
ing was 
so heated 
that 
Faure 
threatened 
several 
times 
to re ­ 
sign—a drastic move that would 
cripple 
France 
at 
this 
time of 
crisis.

Indicates Russia 
Offering Military

Equipment to Arabs 


WASHINGTON IPI—Secretary of 
State John Foster D u l l e s disclosed 
today that the United States has 
appealed to Egypt and Israel to 
stop fighting in the Caza frontier 
area. 
He told a news conference that 
the appeal against using force to 
settle the border dispute was made 
in capitals of both countries within 
the last 48 hours. 
Dulles also said, in response to 
questions, that there are indica­ 
t i o n s , with some signs of reliabil­ 
i t y , that Russia is offering to pro­ 
vide military equipment to Arab 
countries. 
But he stressed that the United 
States has no official information 
to support these reports and that 
there is no evidence that Russian 
equipment is now in Arab hands. 
Dulles said bluntly that any So­ 
viet 
move to introduce 
military 
equipment 
in the troubled 
arca 
certainly would not contribute to 
the relaxing of tensions pledged 
by Moscow at the recent Geneva 
summit conference. 
Dulles said the efforts of Ameri­ 
can diplomacy at present are be­ 
ing directed toward stopping the 
fighting between Egypt and Israel 
in the Gaza area 
There have been 
bloody 
clashes 
on 
the 
disputed 
frontier strip for the last six days. 
To underline his statement that 
the immediate U. S. interest is to 
stop the fighting the 
secretary 
flatly refused to elaborate on his 
offer of U. S. guarantees to Israel 
and its Arab neighbors against ag­ 
gression by either side once agree­ 
ment on a permanent border. 
Dulles said the dramatic offer, 
made in a New York speech Fri- 
day. amounted to definite policy 
statements which were being .stu­ 
died by the governments directly 
concerned 
The next move on that front, he 
said, would develop when the re­ 
action 
in from Israel and its 
Arab neighbors. 
On other international questions, 
Dulles had this to say:

Westbrook Believes 
It W ill Be Forced 
To Modify Plan

CHICAGO IP—An Illinois official 
warned today that Ohio will be 
branded "the aggressor’' if she 
goes ahead with hCr plan to col­ 
lect an “ axle-mile” tax on out-of- 
state trucks. 
Chief Clerk 
William B

brook 
of the Illinois automobile 
department said he believes Ohio 
will be forced to modify her plans 
before a deadline -et for Sept. 8 
Otherwise. 
Westbrook said. 
it 
could mean virtual chaos on the 
highways—vv ith Ohio motorists be­ 
ing forced to buy license plates of 
other states when they leave Ohio, 
and vice versa for Ohio visitors. 
The situation centers around a 
truck tax Ohio levied in 1953, bas­ 
ed on mileage and the number 
of axles on a truck. Ohio collected 
this from all trucks using its roads. 
But the Ohio Supreme Court re­ 
cently 
ruled Ohio’s 
reciprocity 
agreement prohibits it from col­ 
lecting 
the tax from 
Michigan 
truckers. 
This 
ruling apparently 
would apply to It other states with 
whom 
Ohio ha* 
similar agree­ 
ments. 
Lausche Plan Rejected 
These pact.- provide that if one 
stat** agrees not to tax vehicles 
from another, the second state will 
follow suit. 
To get around the decision. Ohio
